Cuges, than Learned Phyſicians ; becauſe they 


are faithful and ſteady to thoſe approv'd Medi- 
cines, which they have found out for particular 
Diſeaſes; and therefore,. ſaith he, it would 
be Matter of good Conſequence, if ſome Phy- 
ficians of Note. for Learning and Practice, 


would compile a Work of Probations and ex- 


perimental Medicines for the Cure of particular 
jfeaſes, No doubt, faith the ſame Author, 


if by ſicians, letting Generalities go for a while, 


and Juſt 
their, 
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proaches to Nature, they might be» 
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© Come e Maſters of that Art whereof th the Poet ſpeaks.

But at preſent ſo far otherwiſe is the State 
of Phyſick, that in the common Practice, 
thoſe Remedies, which by a Specifical Pro- 
priety reſpect the Cures of particular Diſ- 
eaſes, are very few; nay, in a Manner, 
quite Joſt. Some Men of late Years dedu- 
cing the Cauſes of all Diſtempers from thoſe 
Two giddy Notions of Alkaly and Acid, have 
put their indications of curing all Diſtempers 


upon that Foot, tho' at the-ſame Time, they 


are wholly ignorant what Acid produceth any 
Diſeaſe, or what Alkaly removes it. Pliny 
ſays, we are ignorant of what we Jive upon; 
but in my Opinion, we are leſs acquainted 
with that which makes us fick. Daily Expe- 
rience convinceth us, that our Conftitutions 
are injur'd by a thouſand Things which fre 
acer Acid nor Alkaly, nor any thing like 
them: And, on the contrary, that many 
Diſtempers are cur'd by thoſe very Things, 
whick according to our Reaſon and Way, of 


Thinking, are direaly oppoſite to the very 


Nature of the Diſeaſe : We ſee 

Dr. Fuller, Contraries often prove Remedies 
Med. ae | 6 

nallies. to one another in the Juices, and 

25 Poiſons become _ beneſicial, when 
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lately had full Evidence of the good Effefts of 
an intenſe Cold, equally apply d to all the Parts 


of the Boaly at once; which Method of Caring, 
ſome Years ago, was thought very extravagant, 
and certainly deſtruct ive. 


From the extraordinary Effects of this 


Specifick Remedy, one might eaſily raiſe a 


new Hypotheſis for this Diſtemper, but after 
all the Pains one ſhould lay out upon it, it 


might perhaps be as untrue and as unſervice- 
able asany already given, Our Knowledge be- 
mg founded on our Senſes, and our Senſes un- 
able to diſcover the minute Inſtruments that 
Nature employs in her ordinary Operations:

effectual * Al lalious Medicines, may ſerve 


* Thu alone (ſpeaking of Acids and Alkalies) w-.! 
make us ſuſjiciently ſenſible how true an Explication of 
Nature we are to exped from thoſe Men, who upon the 
Doctrine of Acids and Alkalies form Theories, not on- 
ly in Chymiſtry, but alſo in Phyſick, when they don't 
ſo much as underſtand the Terms they make uſe of — 
Dr, Friend's Chymical Lectures, p. 15, The Champions 


for Alkalious Medicines ignominiouſly reproach Acids 


as the Cauſe of all the Miſeries that diſquiet the Healths 
of Men, whilſt the Defenders of Acids load Alkalies 
with the ſame Ignominy. But the Feſt u, neither of 
theſe Combitants have as yet proved the real Exiſtenæ of 
either of theſe Principles in the B'ood, Dr. Paxton, 
Specimen Phyſico, Medicum, p. 171, : 
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well enough for a Time to-amufe. and de. 
eeive the Vulgar, but Men of Learning and 
Enquiry know very well, that there are no 
fuch Principles to be found in the Parts and 
Humours of Animals, until they have paſſed 
che Fire: And what ſtrange Alterations and 
Impreſſions are made by that Element, is 


obvious to all People experienced in Chymi- 


fry. It's an eaſie Matter to imagine this or 


that Humour to be the Cauſe of any parti- 


cular Diſtemper, and to form Methods of 
Cure upon ſuch Conjectures, but Nature, 
who beft knoweth her own Wants and Grie- 
vances, is not eaſily managed by ſuch Deyi- 


ces. She will be ſerved in her own Way, 


and needeth no other A ſſiſtance for her Pre- 
ſervation againſt all Aſſaults, but a prudent 
Application of thoſe Remedies ſhe hath e- 
yery where provided, ſuitable to each Com- 
plaint. If Providence had not thus order d 
Things, what muſt become of the firſt In- 
habitants of the World, and of thoſe Peo- 
ple now living in many Places, who have no, 
Rhy ſicians, Philoſophy nor Medicines to heal:

their own Experience and Obſervation ? In 


antient. Babylon, great and Populous as it was, 
no Phyficians were known, nor other Me- 


thods for curing. Diſtempers, than thoſe

Manilus, 
For my Part, I ſhall never trouble my ſelf 


| much about the Cauſe, what it is, or from 


whence it comes, ſo long as God hath en- 
abled me to remove it; and I very well re- 
member, that when 1 applied my ſelf to o- 
thers for Cure, they of all Men had the 
worſt Succeſs in cheir Practice upon me, 
who profeſſed to have a clear and perfect 
Knowledge of the Origin; their fine Reaſon- 


ings, ard nice Speculations, after a long 


Courſe of painful Experiments, ended only 
in grievous Difappointments. If the moſt 


learned Men have not explained ſeveral Phæ- 


nomena in Nature, why ſhould I reaſon a- 


bout a Thing as difficult to the fulf, and per- 


haps wholly inexplicable. Many Diſeaſes 
are of that hidden ànd abſtruſe Nature, work- 


ing out their Effects by ſecret Ways, and ſo 
remote from human View, that oftentimes 
the moſt learned Phyſicians havenotbeen able 


to determine the immediate Cauſe with that 
Certainty, but that others have as ſtrenuouſ-

nions, out of Authors, each of them pe- 


remptorily aſſerting the Cauſe and the

It's ſomewhat ſtrange, a Diſeaſe every 


where ſo common, ſhould admit of any 


Doubt or Diſpute, when the very Complexi- 


on (without any other Sign) is a clear Indi- 
eation, but ſometimes. ſo it is. I knew 
a young Lady much. afflifted with Pains 
in her Head, attended with great dim- 


nels. of Sight, "which: 1. ſuſpected to be the 


King's Keil, but her Relations ſlighted my 
Judgment : When ſhe was dead, her Head 
being open'd, it appear'd that her Brain was 
in a manner conſumed, and the inward Ta- 
ble of her Scull carious, I. ſaw likewiſe a 
Child-open'd about 12 or 13. Years. of Age, 
whoſe de and Lights were highly Scro- 
phulous, and yet when living the had no out- 
ward Signs of any ſuch Diſtemper. A Gen- 
tleman ſent two of his Sons out of Ireland to; 
Weſtminſter School, they ſeem'd both health- 
Tal Vouths; but ſoon after the Elder of them 
grew indiſpos'd- with a Cough, and died ta- 
6d ;, his ae being . Bis 8 Lungs: were:

Hal, 
declares, He had ſeen a ſtrumous Swelling

The Beginnings of theſe Scrophulous Tu- 
mours, I have obſerv'd, are ſo very ſmall; 
that their firſt Appearances are ſcarcely diſ- 
cernable, but by Degrees (ſome fooner, o- 
thers later) they will encreaſe to a very large 
Size, and become as hard as Flints, whereof 
I have ſeer. ſeveral Inftances: And what is 
more ſtrange, theſe -Glandelous Swe llings 
are nouriſhed and ſupplied with Frices di- 
ſtinct from the Blood, fixed in determinate 
Seats, defended and wrapped up in their pro- 
per Coats and Veſſels. A Proceſs of Nature 
widely different from thoſe Notions and Ac- 
counts . hitherto given us of this Diſtemper. 
And whereas it's generally thought that Chil- 
dren have this Diſtemper only by Inheri- 
tance; I have known many afflicted there- 
with, where no Hereditary Contagion could. 
reaſonably be ſuppos d. And many grown 
Perfons do acquire the. King's Evil by exter- 
nal Accidents, viz.: Blows, Bruiſes, Compreſ- 
ſions, Wrenches of the Hip, Knee, Ancle, and 
many other Joints, in whom there was ne- 
ver any ſuch. Thing as a Corroſive Acidity, 
in the firſt Digeſtion, . nor any Thing like it 
elſewhere. I have ſeen a. 3 
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of theſe Arkimous Swellibgs, the Bignefsof a 
as hard as Flints, under her 
aws, with ſolemnly proteſted to me, that 
oth thoſe Swellings came in a Night's Time, 
and that when ſhe went to Bed, ſhe was as free 
of them as any Woman living. In my Ob- 
ſervations I have ſeen more People ſubject to 


this Diſtemper after the Small-Pox, than 


before; and generally ſpeaking, by how 
much the more healthful and active Children 
are, the more are they liable tothe King's Evil. 
And yet their Blood (which to the World 
may be a Paradox) ſhall ſometimes have 
treble the Quantity of Volatile Salt in Com- 
pariſon of others, which probably may be 
the cauſe of its Corruption. Whatever 
therefore ſome Men may boaſt of their ex- 
traordinary Skill in 7 Cauſes, or as one
